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INTRODUCTION 


Microlog: Canadian Research Index puts all of 
Canada’s hard-to-find government and research 
literature at your fingertips. This monthly indexing, 
abstracting and document delivery service covers all 
levels of government in Canada, as well as institutions 
receiving research grants. Most titles included in 
Microlog are available in either paper or microfiche 
format. Combined with a microfiche collection, the 
Microlog Service is a powerful tool for finding 
Canadian report publications. The unique Microlog 
Accession Number is the key to immediate retrieval 
of any document. 


SCOPE 


Among other documents, Microlog includes research 
papers in physical, natural and social sciences, policy 
papers, important statistics, and annual reports. Every 
effort is made to ensure the currency of the index. For 
instance, documents appearing in the Checklist of 
Canadian Government Publications are delivered by 
Microlog approximately two months after publication 
of the list. 


LANGUAGE POLICY 


Documents issued in English or French are indexed 
and abstracted in the language of publication, while 
bilingual documents are indexed and abstracted in 
both languages. 


SOURCES AND COVERAGE 


Eederal Documents: The Microlog editors review all 
checklists issued by the Canadian Government 
Publishing Centre and order every document relevant 
to the service. Except for serials, maps, pamphlets, 
and manuals, all monographs covered by the Federal 
Depository Plan are included in the index. Also, a 
special effort is made to track down elusive but impor- 
tant titles which do not appear in the lists. 


Microlog offers a special collection of documents 
published by the Federal Government but not issued 
through the Federal Depository Plan. These titles, 
available to subscribers as the Non-Depository Publi- 
cations collection, are indicated in the Titles section 
by a bullet (e). Microlog is also the direct distributing 
agent for many government bodies. 


Provincial Documents: Depository arrangements with 
several provincial libraries have been established to 
ensure that Microlog subscribers receive all publica- 
tions from those provinces. Where no depository 
arrangement exists, all publications lists issued by the 
province are reviewed for acquisitions. 


Municipal Documents: Since these titles are very dif- 
ficult to obtain, the Microlog editors make special 
efforts to include publications from municipal sources.

The Index provides access by subject, corporate or 
individual author, and series title. 


The full Microlog file from 1979 to date, consisting of 
almost 50,000 records, is available online through 
Can/OLE. This is an ideal way to locate hard-to-find 
reports which may then be ordered directly online 
through the Can/DOCS service.

Microlog comprises the following sections: 


1. Titles and abstracts: A full bibliographic citation and 
a descriptive abstract for each title. 


2. Name Index: Access by personal author, corporate 
author, and conference name. 


3. Series Titles: Lists by title and number all reports in 
series in the service; series are available as an ongo- 
ing subscription or retrospective collection. 


4. Subject Index: Descriptors based on Library of 
Congress and Canadiana Subject Headings are as- 
signed to each document. A cross- au struc- 
ture assists searchers. 


5. Microfiche collections: Lists contents of each fiche 
collection for quick reference. These collections can 
be used as current awareness lists in broad subject 
areas to notify users of new acquisitions. This section 
is included in the annual cumulation as a separate 
fiched product.
